Japnnese aggression, -he said, 
had upset tho Far East balance 
of power, which, unless it were 
reestablished, would -entail the 
gravest developments ‘on the 
Pacific, 


Obviously the past and present 
military activities in Manchuria 
and North China had been most 
disturbing to world peace, he 
said. China waa not in a po- 
sition to exercise all the rights 
to Which she was entitled under 
Article 16 of the World Covenant. 
And for other rensons, she was 
not in a position to express her 
feclings of righteous indignation 
and resentment. 


Not Resigned 


Inaction, ‘however, did not for 
a moment suggest that China in- 
tended to accept the fait accompli 
or that she was resigned to the 
situation, conceived in perfidy and 
ereated by violence, and consider- 
ed by the civilised world in- 
compatible with the provisions of 
international law, 


The measures which China had 
to adopt were, firstly, to put pres- 
sure upon Japan to accept the 
Assembly report; secondly, China 
must take steps to strengthen her 
position economically and politic- 
ally,.in-order to enable her to 
prolong her resistence ngainat the 
Japanese, 


He was glad to notice, he said, 
the recent change of British at- 
titude towards China and her re- 
lations with Japan. It must be 
more and more apparent that, 
apart from the question of sup- 
porting the League decision, it 
was in Great Britain’s interest, 
especially during the ‘present 
economic crisis, to pay attention

Remarking that her trade with 
China was only two per cent of 
her total fortign business, “and 
stressing the need for an increase, 
Dr. Yen said that the development 
of Sino-British corgmerical re- 
lations would not only result in 
good profit for Britain but would 
enable Britain. to .execute one 
phase of the recommendations of 
the League report, ° . 


Dr. Yen referred to the wonder- 
ful hospitality. which had been 
shown to the delegates to the 
orld Economic Conference, say- 
ing that it had created a Insting 
impression.
